B. E. HUNTER, 


3UNNING OF THE LEFT HAND. 
Some of the Advantages Po»seiiseclT>y 


the Ambltlcxtrons. 


Ambidextrous men and women, or 


those who can. use either right or left 
lands with equal facility, are not near- 
y so frequently met with as might at 
first be supposed; in fact, they are 
quite rare. This double faculty is, how- 
ever, much more frequently met with 
among butchers and sailors than in any 
other walks of life. Left-handed butch- 
ers are numerous, as a walk through 
any of our large market houses will 
quickly demonstrate, but it is a. very 
interesting study to watch any of them 
who will cut, chop, saw and handle his 
meats without once changingitfrom one 
side to the other on the block or chang- 
ing his own position. 


In view of the many advantages de- 


rived from the ability to useboth hands 
equally well, many people have often 
expressed surprise at the action of ed- 
ucational authorities in insisting on the 
use of only the right hand, instead of 
trying to develop an equal skill in the 
other. They all stick i o the right-hand- 
Bel idea, however, and an old resident of 
Frankford, noted for his ambidextrous- 
uess, is still mourning the loss of a prize 
it school through the use of his left 
hand in writing, although he was equal- 
ly skillful as a penman with his right. 


The benefits derived from the use 


of both hands were excellently illus- 
trated in the experience of two car- 
penters who lived in Frankford some 
years ago. Their names were Cross and 
Walton, and the former was rightrhand- 
cd, the latter left-handed, As one was 
also very toll and the other very short, 
they made a curious couple, but they 
always worked together laying floors 
and putting up joiners' work in build- 
ing's. 


They could take jobs of this character 


cheaper than any other, because they 
could work from either end toward 
each other so handily. Cross would 
scmare a floor board at one end and 
Walton would "scribe" and cut it off 
to fit at the other end and then nail 
down, working together from opposite 
end«, 


Left-handed machinists are always 


at a disadvantage, as machinery is in- 
variably adapted to people who work 
right-handed, but the ambidextrous 
man or woman is always at home in 
whatever work is undertaken,—Phila- 
delphia Record.

HOPE 


The Philadelphia American, which is 


edited by Wharton Barker, a banker 
who believes in free coinage, tells what 
the contraotionists hope 
from 
the 


tariff bill as follows: 


"If the tariff comes up to expecta- 


tions and yields a surplus of $60,000,000 
or more a year, it will fnrniih the 
means for a covert and unauthorized 
contraction of the currency, and as 
our contractionists cannot hope to Ret 
Congress to wittingly and with its eyes 
open pa as an act to authorize the re- 
tirement of onr national paper cur- 
rency, it is not improbable that they 
look forward to the tariff as a means of 
securing covertly what they cannot 
secure openly. 
But the retirement of 


our greenbacks from circulation by 
hoarding them in the Treasury vaults, 
from which they can be set loose at the 
whim of a vacillating administration 
and all the work of contraction by 
hoarding be undone, can at best be but 
an unsatisfactory makeshift for author- 
ized contraction. 
Besides, the specu- 


lative cliques want more than contrac- 
tion, they want more than dear money, 
they want alternatively dear and cheap 
money as they are alternatively"beara" 
or "bulls," and to get this kind of 
money they want to see bank notes 
substituted for government paper, and 
the banks take the place of the Gov- 
ernment in the issue and control of 
our paper currency. So we have the de- 
mand for a currency commission to set 
in motion plans for the consummation 
of such ends. 
It is a hard task that 


lies before thoie who would take from 
the Government the guardianship over 
our measure of value and place it in 
the hands of the banks, or rather the 
speculative cliques; the opposition to 
the retirement of our greenback cur- 
rency is great, the aversion to the sub- 
staution of a bank currency deep, the 
distrust of the banks and the fear of 
extending tlreir powers 
more than 


superficial, and so those who are bent 
on securing a 
currency monopoly, 


whose purpose is to secure an iredeem 
able bank currency that can be ex 
panded and contracted at tho behest 
of the speculative cliques, are con- 
strained to move towards the attain- 
ment of their ends with circumspectic n 
and patience. Therefore it is,that they 
are ready to move slowly and await the 
report oE a plan for greenback retire- 
ment by a currency commission.

The Supreme Court Tnssday filed 


an opinion in the case of Martin Lutz, 
respondent vs. William Kinney, Sheriff 
of Ormby count", appellant, which ia 
of more than ordinary interest. 
The 


facts in the caso are as follows: 


On the 18th of March, 1896, Archer 


Baker, who was at tho time a retail gro- 
cer in failing circumstances, executed 
a mortgage on his stock of merchandise 
to the respondent to secure tho paj- 
ment of a loan of $700, a part of which 
was used in the discharge of aa exist- 
ing mortgage on the same goods. 
The 


debt secured by the respondent's taorfc- 
gage was evidenced by a promissory 
note of the same date, payable on or 
before the 18th of March, 1897. The 
mortgage expressly stipulated that un- 
til default in payment of the said sum, 
the mortgagor, his executors, adminis- 
trators and assigns, should "remain 
and continue in the quiet and peace- 
able possession of said goods and chat- 
tels, and in the full and free use and 
enjoyment of the same " The mort- 
gage was duly recorded and the statu- 
tory affidavit was annexed thereto. 


At the time of the execution of the 


note and mortgage an action was pend- 
ing against Baker, and on April 3,1896, 
judgment was rendered against him for 
the sum of $405.24, with interest and 
costs. 
A writ of execution was issued 


and delivered to appellant, Sheriff of 
Ormby county, who levied upon the 
goods ooreied by respondent's mort- 
gage and sold the same to satisfy said 
writ. 
It also appears that the mort- 


gagor and the mortgagee had a parol 
agreement whereby the mortgagor was

fraud one of fact, and not of law; in 
other words, that the Courts have no 
right to declare a mortgage void,per se, 
when tbe same has annexed thereto the 
affidavit required and has been duly 
recorded.

was a cover and shield to the property 
of one in falling circumstances, pro- 
tecting it from creditors, and, under its 
terms, was no indemnity to the mort- 
gagee. 
Baker was given a year in 


which to sell the property and apply 
tbe proceeds to his own use, while the 
creditors and the respondent were com- 
pelled to stand helplessly by.

reasons the judgment of the 


lower Court was rpversed.

The case of the Foulks Accelerating 


Air Motor Company vs. J. H. Thies oc- 
cupied the attsntioa of the District 
Court yesterday and will probably last 
for several days.

San 
Francisco and arrangements made to 
manufacture tbe mills. Foulks claimed 
an infringement and hxal strife arose 
and the Foulks estate claims damages 
while tho defendants claim fraudulent 
representation upon the part of Foulks 
regarding the scope of bis patent. The 
case will be an interesting one, and the 
suit agninst J. H. Thies will probably 
determine the claims against the other 
stockholders.
